Town trying to secure 
commuter bus 

Bus line giving Didsbury the brush-off

In an effort to make 
Didsbury more commuter 
friendly, the Town is working 
to gel a commuter bus serv¬ 
ice to take people to work. 

Carstairs already offers a 
successful service, and with 
an estimated 40 per cent of 
Didsbury residents commut¬ 
ing to work, council members 
think it just makes sense to 


extend the line north. 

But when administration 
contacted Cardinal Coach 
Lines, the company which 
operates the Carstairs route, 
they didn’t show interest. 

The Chamber of 
Commerce has long support¬ 
ed the idea of a commuter 
bus service and the organi¬ 
zation’s president Scott 
Puttick said Cardinal's 
brush-off is likely a staffing 
issue. 


“They just can’t get some¬ 
body to put in the hours to 
do that," he said. 

Still, he added, it would 
only make a difference of 10 
minutes. 

“For the life of me I can’t 
figure out why they won’t do 
it," he said. 

“We’re only 10 minutes 
away, so it’s just a matter of 
starting the bus here instead 
of in Carstairs.” 

If it meant employers had 


to provide more flexibility 
for staff to accomodate the 
bus line’s schedule, Puttick 
thinks they would be happy 
to cooperate. 

“Whatever the bus lines 
could work out, I’m sure 
employers would work with 
them," he said. 

Council agreed last week to 
send an official letter to 
Cardinal, hoping it will carry 
more weight than a phone call.

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Doctors 

leaving

After just weeks on the job, Didsbury’s new 
doctors have announced they will be leaving 
town indefinitely. 

In a letter to the Review, Drs. Nasrin Maiter 
and Rafeeq Kagee said the decision was due to 
“unfortunate situations” and an unsuccessful 
business relationship with the Didsbury Medical 
Clinic. 

The community had been encouraged by the 
addition of two new doctors, relieving the 
town’s doctor shortage. 

But some were reluctant to get too excited as 
Didsbury has a history of high doctor turnover 
rates. 

Today, fears that the new doctors wouldn’t 
stick around for long have been realized, though 
sooner than anyone likely expected. 

“We have high regard for the people of this 
town, and believe that they are deserving of 
good quality and easily accessible medical care, 
and we hope that this can be provided again 
soon,” said Maiter and Kagee. 

“We are sure that the Didsbury Medical 
Clinic will continue to thrive and hopefully they 
will be able to find physicians who are more 
compatible with their practice, in order to grow 
and continue to provide the good care that they 
are known for." 

The doctors said the decision to leave was not 
an easy one to make, but they assert that it was 
necessary. 

“We have both had an overwhelmingly warm 
welcome from everyone - the Town council 
itself, the community, the wonderful DMC office 
staff, the realtors, the pharmacists, the Friends 
of Didsbury hospital - as we said, everyone," 
they said. 

“We have truly found ourselves making great 
relationships as well as beginning treatment 
plans with the patients from this community, 
who have been in dire need of some consistent 
medical care.” 

The doctors didn’t go into detail about what 
problems they had with the DMC, only to say , 
“as yet, we have not been presented with a for¬ 
mal contract from DMC, though we have com¬ 
pleted three weeks of practice and our arrival as 
associates in the clinic has been planned for 
months.” 

They did say they made a sincere effort to find 
a solution that would work for everyone and 
although they weren't successful, they hope for 
an amicable ending. 

“We've unfortunately hit quite a few stumbling 
blocks, and we had told ourselves that we 
would work through all the "issues" that seemed 
to bo arising, because we really wanted to make 
this endeavour work,” said Maiter and Kagee. 

“It seems however, that despite being patient 
and trying to continue moving forward and 
working out the glitches, things are just not pan¬ 
ning out.” 

Both doctors have agreed to honour the 
appointments already made, up until at least 
Friday, Oct. 13. 

Officials with the Didsbury Medical Clinic 
were unavailable for comment as of press time.

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Marz calls for ER review

The Calgary Health Region should 
immediately launch a review of emer¬ 
gency room procedures in the wake of 
several recent tragedies, says Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills MLA Richard Marz, 

The region, which includes Didsbury, 
has been rocked by three recent high-pro¬ 
file cases where women miscarried in 
crowded emergency rooms. 

“I’m certainly concerned,” said Marz. “1 
would personally like to know why this is 
happening. Say what you want, if some¬ 
one is in dire straits like that, in an emer¬ 
gency ward, surely there could be some¬ 
thing done to alleviate that, either with 
paramedics or whatever. 

Most recently, on Sept. 27, Margaryta 
Marion, 27, miscarried at the Peter 
Lougheed hospital after waiting more than 
six hours in the emergency room. 

For its part, the C11R issued an apology 
Oct. 3. 

“We are sorry that this situation 
occurred and we empathize with this 
patient and her family," said president and 
CAO Jack Davis. “We are reviewing the 
circumstances of this case, as we do with 
all patient complaints, as part of our 
patient concerns process.” 

The Region will be providing additional 
social work support to all of Calgary’s 
emergency departments, he said. 

“Due to high patient volumes and 
increasingly complex situations, meeting 
patient expectations within our emer¬ 
gency departments is often difficult.” 

Last year alone, more than 250,000 
patients visited (’HR emergency depart¬ 
ments. 

The Liberal opposition has called on 
Health Minister Iris Evans to immediately 
fire Davis. 

“The growing problems in the emer¬ 
gency rooms, including three miscarriages 
in public areas in the last three months, 
have demonstrated why the Calgary 


Health Region needs new leadership. 
There is clearly a complete breakdown 
between front line and senior manage¬ 
ment," said Taft. “The Conservative gov¬ 
ernment has known about the underlying 
bed and staff shortages for years but they 
have failed to fix the problem.” 

NI)P leader Brian Mason says the Klein 
Tories are principally responsible for the 
recent incidents. 

“The blame for this tragedy lies squarely 
at the feet of the Calgary Health Region 
and the Conservative government who are 
supposed to watch over our health system 
and make sure these kinds of situations 
never happen,” said Mason. 

“This Conservative govern ment closed 
the emergency unit at the Holy Cross 
Hospital in September 1994 and the 
Calgary General Hospital’s downtown 
emergency department, the Bow Valley 
Centre, in April 1997. 

“Salary levels of senior management in 
the Calgary Health Region should be cut 
and the savings “re allocated to hire more 
front-line healthcare workers,” he said. 

Meanwhile, Marz said long-term solu¬ 
tions to health care concerns across 
Alberta will require “new ways of doing 
things.” 

“We’re going to have some innovative 
thinking and some courage to implement 
some different ideas,” said Marz. “We’re 
just stinting into the boomer bubble and 
this is not going to get better; it’s going to 
get worse. 

Health Minister Iris Evans said in a 
release Wednesday that she has spoken to 
CEO Davis and that he “assured me that 
he takes this incident very seriously.” 

“I am deeply concerned after learning 
about another incident at a Calgary emer¬ 
gency ward soon after the health region 
outlined system changes to ensure such 
an incident would not occur again," said 
Evans. 

An emergency room processes review in 
the CHR is already being conducted by the 
Health Quality Council of Alberta.

KREBS VET & IMPOUNDED DOGS AND CATS 

It is important to explain the Town of Didsbury's relationship with Krebs Vet Clinic and how the 
Cat Bylaw and Animal Control Bylaws work. 

Krebs Vet Clinic is a holding facility for the Town of Didsbury for dogs and cats that are brought 
into the clinic by the Town Personnel Only. The clinic will not accept dogs or cats brought in by 
the general public. 

If there is a problem with a dog that is being aggressive, after hours or on weekends, members of the 
public should call the RCMP to handle the problem. If a dog or cat is walking down the street and 
you call it into your yard or capture it then you are now responsible for that animal. NOT THE 
TOWN. 

Cats can only be taken to the Vet clinic if they are captured in a cat trap that is provided by the Town 
and the trapped cat is returned with the trap to the Town. The provisions of the bylaw are clear. 

If a cat or dog is injured and you pick it up, you may either take the animal to Krebs Vet Clinic but 
you become responsible for the animal. You may also contact the Calgary Humane Society < 0 > 
(403) 205-4455 or the Cochrane Humane Society (a> (403) 932-2072. The Town of Didsbury does 
not have provisions for injured animals.

Didsbury Chamber officials say if Wal- 
Mart comes to Olds it could mean the 
death of downtown communities across 
the region. 

“There’s certain things that I would hate 
to see come and Wal-Mart is one of them," 
said Chamber president Scott Puttick. 

About a year ago, the Chamber showed 
a video depicting the pitfalls of “big box" 
stores like Wal-Mart moving into smaller 
communities. 

It showed a lot of community down¬ 
towns dying. 


“We do have an advantage with Wal-Mart 
being as far away as it is because it does 
tend to keep people home a little more 
th:ui what it would if they were on our 
doorstep," said Puttick. 

Everything from dress shops, dollar 
stores, hardware stores could be affected 
because Wal-Mart offers such a vast array 
of products. 

“People tend to go there first because 
it’s deemed as being cheaper,” said 
Puttick. 

“You could very well lose the down¬ 
town." 

Olds mayor Judy Dahl told the Olds 
Albertan last week that she would like to 


see Wal-Mart come to Olds. 

“It’s about providing quality services for 
your residents and for the surrounding 
region and it’s a big region," said Dahl. 

But Puttick said Olds officials are enthu¬ 
siastic because they see dollar signs. 

“1 don’t know why Olds thinks of it as a 
good thing,” he said. 

“I think what they’re looking at is the 
dollars for the property and the initial jobs 


(hat it would create, hut on (he whole, if 
your whole downtown core dies then 
you’ve lost a main part of your heritage.” 

Meanwhile, the Didsbury Chamber is 
encouraging local businesses to stay open 
late one night a week to help keep the 
town from becoming a bedroom commu¬ 
nity. 

Some have already jumped on board and 
he hopes more will soon.

Off the streets and on track 


Local kids get new lease on life

When Didsbury’s Rin k Racing 
team started its first full season 
hack in May it was “a bunch of 
guys falling over the car and over 
each other", but unlay the close- 
knit crew is right on track.

Andrew Child (aka. Mr. T.) 17, 
started with the crew midway 
through the season and he said it’s 
made all the difference. 

“It’s kind of cool to have a place 
to go, especially because it’s pretty 
hard to stay away from drinking 
and stuff.” 

Data Main, who puts in count¬ 
less volunteer hours with the 
team, said Weese has provided 
local kids with a much more con¬ 
structive way to spend their time. 

“If they’re here, they’re safe,” he 
said. 

The team’s newest member 
Robbie Griffith, 16, joined at the 
urging of his mom who knew the 
key to his future required “staying 
off the streets.” 

Both Griffith and Ould look to 
senior Rock member Dusty 
Morrow for guidaice. 

“It’s good liecause you feel more 
comfortable with someone your 
age helping you out,” said Griffith. 

From a parent’s perspective, the 
mentorship program has been a 
lifesaver. 

Morrow’s mom .Joatie said she’s 
thankful her son has a healthy 
place to grow. 

“It’s given him a place to be 
important,” she said. 

“Bruce is investing in these kids’ 
futures and that’s big in my Iwxiks.” 

She said the difference is starting 
now and 20 years down the road it 


will be even more clear what a 
great opportunity Dusty was given. 

But the kids are doing their part 
too. 

Weese has made it clear that they 
have to put in the work to get a 
return. 

Morrow’s dad Neil said that’s an 
important lesson to learn. 

“It taught Dusty that things don’t 
happen without commitment,” he 
said. 

And the boys have to be commit¬ 
ted to more than just racing. 

A new rule implemented this 
year requin's that every crew mem¬ 
ber must either have a high school 


diploma or be actively working on 
earning one. 

Ould said he’s not thrilled with 
the rule, but he likes Rock Racing 
mon- than he hates school and he 
sees the long-term benefit. 

“It’s a good idea because it opens 
up your options,” he said. 

The leant currently has one com¬ 
petition-ready car, but when the 
new season starts in the spring 
they hope to have a second one on 
the track. 

The boys are especially excited 
about this one, a Maverick, 
because they’re building it them¬ 
selves. 


“It’s going to be cool to tear 
down the track in something we 
built from zero,” said Morrow. 

A pride like that is exactly what 
Weese had in mind when he first 
came up with the idea for Rock 
Racing. 

And to keep it headed in the 
direction he hopes for, Weese has 
sold his Snap-On business to 
spend more time with his crew. 

His five-year goal is to see the 
entire building turned into a race 
car shop with 40 young men work¬ 
ing together in a form of team¬ 
work as good as any sport can 
offer.

Didsbury saddle brone rider Glen 
O'Neill has been bunting the mid¬ 
night oil this rodeo season. 

A former Professional Rodeo 
Cowboys' Association Rookie of the 
Year, O'Neill is riding towards a 
berth into both the Canadian Finals 
Rodeo tuid the National Finals 
Rodeo. 

To date he has hung his hat at 89 
rodeos sanctioned by the PRCA and 
29 rodeos on the Canadian circuit. 

With $72, 154 in earnings on the 
Jack Daniel's PRCA World standings 
leaderboard, O'Neill Ls sitting in 8th 
place on the leaderboard and is set 
to qualify for his 11th appearance at 
the National Finals Rodeo scheduled 
for Las Vegas, Nevada in December. 

O'Neill has consistently rated as 
one of the lx\st saddle brone riders 
in the world. His best NFR result 
came in 2002 when he won the 
World Championship. 

On the Canadian circuit he won 
the 2000 CPRA Saddle Brone 
Championship and has nodded his 
head seven times at the CFR since 
immigrating to Canada from 
Australia in 1997. 

He’s won $250,000 on Canadian 
soil and holds the record for the 
most money won in a single year at 
$54,831. 

At the Saskatoon Stampede held 
in Saskatoon last week, O'Neill 
spurred out an 83 aboard Franklin 
Rodeo's After Midnite earning $2,211 
to capture the saddle brone compe¬ 
tition. So far this season, he has 
tucked $17,886 into his Wrangler 
jeans' and Ls currently in sixth place 
overall on the CPRA circuit. 

Meanwhile, on the PRCA Jack 
Daniels World standings he has won 
$72,154 and Ls sitting 8th overall. 

Only one rodeo remains before all 
of the rodeo hands travel to 
Edmonton for the Canadian Finals 
Rodeo.

Didsbury firefighters 
recognized for long-time 
dedication to community

Didsbury’s volunteer firefighters make considerable 
sacrifices for our community and yet their hard work 
often goes unnoticed. 

But now three of those dedicated individuals have been 
recognized for over a decade of dedication to Didsbury 
residents. 

Pierre Martel, Terry Stevenson and Jenni Dodman all 
received silver medallions from the Alberta government 
this month. 

Martel started with the Didsbury fire department in 
1994 and is now a senior firefighter. 

Stevenson actually joined the department twice. He 
moved to B.C. for a time, but rejoined when he returned 
in 1996. 

And Dodman is Didsbury’s first female firefighter to 
receive the award. 

She joined the department in 1994 at the urging of her 
father, who currently serves as Didsbury’s training offi¬ 
cer. 

“I thought I would only do it for a year or two to make 
him happy, and I’m still here,” she said. 

It seems to have turned out well for Dodman. She met 
her husband Pat, a fellow firefighter, through the depart¬ 
ment and started a family. 

Pat has received the Alberta Emergency Services 
Medal award himself and said the recognition is a nice 
gesture for the team. 

“I think it’s a valuable thing for morale and it gives the 
guys something to look forward to,” he said. 

His wife agrees. 

“It was quite an honour,” she said. 

“It was very exciting to get it.” 

Pat said many people don’t realize just how much the 
firefighters sacrifice. 

“They carry their pagers 24/7, 365 days a year and 
respond at a moment’s notice, missing family functions, 


and when they do respond, they’re putting their lives on 
the line for their community.” 

Besides family commitments, they all have other work 
commitments as well. 

“Some firefighters leave their work and they’re not paid 
once they leave work,” he said. 

And all three of these folks have done that for at least 
12 years. 

“That’s quite an accomplishment,” said Pat.

To keep the fire from 
restarting, don't remove the 
lid until the pan is complete¬ 
ly cool. 

• Do not throw water on 
mr oil or grease fire. If water 
is added to a flaming pot of 
oil it can spread droplets of 
flaming oil across the 
kitchen area. 

Also, do not try to move a 
pan of burning oil, as the oil 
may splash over the edge 
ami start new fires or inflict 
serious bums. 

• In case of an oven fire, 
turn off the heat and keep

• Keep a multipurpose

Repaint weathered sur¬ 
faces and remove rotting 
wood and fencing. 

Safe storage 

Spontaneous ignition of 
crops causes fires. 

Before storing 

Provide proper ventila¬ 
tion. 

Ensure crops - hay, 
alfafa, clover, soybean 
hays - are well-dried and 
properly cured. 

Ensure wet grains are 
below the safe moisture 


content before storage. 

Check regularly for spon¬ 
taneous heating hazards, 
e.g. manure pile. 

Repair leaking roofs and 
openings to protect stored 
crops against wetting. 

During storage 

Inspect daily for signs of 
steaming, irritating odours, 


wet areas and “flues" in the 
hay for several weeks. 
Have fire fighting equip¬ 
ment immediately accessi¬ 
ble. 

Petroleum products 
should be stored above 
ground at least 12 metres 
(40 feet) from any other 
building, in a tank on non¬ 
combustible support. In all 
cases vent pipes not less 


than three centimetres 
(11/4") inside diameter 
capped with weatherproof 
hoods should be provided. 

Petroleum products 
should be dispensed from 
storage tanks by appropri¬ 
ate pumping equipment .

At such high temperatures, 
unconsciousness and death can 
occur within a few minutes. 
Bedrooms located in the upper 
floors of residences are frequently 
subjected to these conditions in the 
later stages of a fire. 

In addition to deadly carbon 
monoxide, smoke carries poisons 
such as hydrogen cyanide plus irri¬ 
tants such as formaldehyde and 
acetic acid. 

Added to this lethal environment 
are other toxic substances that 
come from burning synthetic mate¬ 
rials commonly found in the home, 
especially plastics and foams. 

Oxides of nitrogen, sulphur diox¬ 
ide and ammonia are just a few 
examples. 

These agents can have a lethal 
effect before a sleeper is disturbed. 

An early warning system - smoke 
alarms - is considered one of the 
most effective defenses against this 
situation.

Local adult literacy programs won’t 
be affected by federal government 
cuts to literacy funding, but support 
for the people who run the programs 
is at risk. 

The federal Conservatives 
announced Sept. 25 they will cut 
$17.7 million of funding for literacy 
organizations over two years. 

The Mountain View Community 
Literacy Society runs family and 
adult literacy programs in the area 
with funding front the province. 

Funding for this year’s programs is 
safe, and the province says the cuts 
shouldn’t affect future funding either. 

“This was funding for additional 
things, not program delivery, so 
ongoing programs funded by the 
provincial government would not be 
affected by this,” said Donnae 
Schuhltz, spokesperson for Alberta 
Advanced Education. 

But the cuts mean Literacy Alberta 
is losing half its funding. 

The local literacy society relies on 
Literacy Alberta for support in the 
form of research, networking, con¬ 
ferences, library services and a help 
line that directs learners to pro¬ 
grams.

Cover Crop Protection Program (CCPP) extends application 
deadline due to high demand 

Agricultural producers who were unable to seed commercial crops in the spring of 2005 and/or the 
spring of 2006 due to flooding and excessive moisture may be eligible for federal assistance 
through the CCPP. Coverage will be provided to all eligible producers, regardless of whether 
they are covered under production insurance. 

In 2007, the CCPP will begin operating as part of a long-term solution to spring flooding across the 
country and will only be available to producers enrolled in production insurance. In the interim, 
assistance is available to help offset the costs of restoring and protecting agricultural soil damaged 
by excessive moisture. 


Eligibility 

Applicants: 

• Canadian agricultural producers or entities who were unable to seed commercial crops in the 
spring of 2005 and/or the spring of 2006 due to flooding and excessive moisture. 

Land size: 

• All affected acreage in excess of 10 acres (four hectares) will be eligible for program payments.

CCPP application forms have been directly mailed to production insurance clients who made claims 
concerning field flooding in 2005 and/or 2006.
